It is built of high-class 
brick, finished with Bedford stone, and all materials are of the 
best. The building stands 60x70, furnishing a seating capacity 
of 400 in pews in the auditorium. The chancel is very com- 
modious, being fitted in truly Lutheran style. A $2,000 pipe 
organ completes the upstairs equipment, The basement is fitted 
out for the most up-to-date Sunday School work, with men’s 
and women’s rooms, primary room, partitions for classes, fully 
furnished kitchen, wash rooms, etc. The building is heated with 
steam. On the roof the asbestos shingle has been used. This 
structure will meet all demands in the great work of drawing 
and holding together those of the Lutheran faith in this im- 
portant center. Dr. H. L. Yarger, President C. G. Heckert, of 
Wittenberg College, Dr. Baltzly and Dr. Ludden assisted in the 
services.

whole up to over $2,000. The beautified church was rededicated 
June 7. S. H. Yerian, Ph. D., and L. M. Kuhns assisted in the 
services. 

March 29 the edifice at Falls City was dedicated to the 
worship of God. The building formerly used by the St. Mark's 
German congregation was purchased and moved seven miles 
into town. Furnace and electric lights were provided. An 
addition for cloak and wash rooms was added. The building 
was beautifully papered and painted. It seats comfortably 150 
in pews and in the gallery there is room for a hundred more. 
The cost was $1,847. With a deficit of $676 on dedication day 
the spirit of this people is shown by the fact that before the 
day was over they had provided $746, enough additional to lay 
some walks and make other improvements. Dr. H. L. Yarger, 
President of the General Synod, assisted in the services of 


dedication. 
Appointments. 
C. H. Lewis has been appointed a member of Committee 
on Reference and Counsel. 


Improvements. 

Various items of improvements have been reported, indicat- 
ing activity and prosperity in material things:—work on par- 
sonage at Rising, $450; equipment of basement at South Omaha, 
$550; work on parsonage at South Auburn, $500; a big start 
on a fund for a new church at North Platte; the construction 
of a basement and large addition, doubling Sunday school room, 
making room for gymnasium, etc., by Grace, Omaha, at a cost 
of $4,500; $300 improvement on church and parsonage at Wayne; 
the buying of a $1,000 lot by St. Matthews, Omaha; improve- 
ments on church and parsonage at Benedict and Bethel; the 
completion of the $4,000 parsonage at Hardy. In addition to 
these, Kountze Memorial, Omaha, South Omaha, North Platte. 
Wayne, St. Matthews, Omaha, have paid large amounts in 
wiping out old debts. 

New Charges. 


As the first fruit of the labor of our synodical missionary 
we now have the exceedingly prosperous mission at Falls City. 
The inspiring account of the early accomplishments of this babe 
of the Synod will appear in the report of the Advisory Board. 

Emerson has found itself strong enough to call its own 
pastor, thus cutting loose from Wayne and forming a separate 
charge. This was possible without synodical action, since the 
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two had never been formed regularly into one charge. Each 
field is now doing as well as or better than they did together 


before. 
Increasing Pastors’ Salaries. 

The upward movement in salaries has been very noticeable. 
The churches deserving a place in the honor roll are: North 
Platte, South Omaha, Kountze Memorial, Sidney, Emerson, 
Allen, St. Mark’s, Omaha, Wayne, Potter, Paxton, Nebraska 
City. It is a sure sign of progressiveness in a church when 
there is increasing appreciation of a pastor's worth in dollars. 


Recommendations. 

1. That Synod lay plans for the systematic extension of 
the subscription list of the official weekly, Lutheran Church 
Work, with the object of putting it on a self-supporting basis 
at the dollar rate. 

2. A constitutional amendment merging the two commit- 
tees, Excuses and Leave of Absence, whose functions are so 
closely related. 

3. That the Committee on Systematic Beneficence be also 
the Synod’s Laymen’s Missionary Committee, for which pro- 
vision was made a year ago. 

4. That proper action be taken to separate the functions 
of the Committee on Sunday School and Young People’s Socie- 
ties. Duties in themselves quite distinct are here combined in 
one committee. We recommend that a separate Sunday School 
Committee be created and also a Committee on Young People’s 
Societies, each with its present constitutional functions. 

5. That the expenses of the delegates be pooled. 

In conclusion, permit me to express my appreciation of the 
honor bestowed with this high office, and to acknowledge the 
constant assurance of kindliness and coédperation and confidence 
throughout the year.

REPORT OF HISTORIAN. 
The Historian submits the following report: 


There are still lacking histories of several congregations 
connected with the Synod and those in possession of the His- 
torian are not up to date. 

Five years ago parties were appointed to write histories 
of Midland College, the Western Theological Seminary, Tabitha 
Home and the Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety. Only one of the parties did the work assigned him, 
namely, Tabitha Home, by R. A. White. 

During the year I have carefully reviewed the card index 
made by my predecessor, made some corrections and additions 
and have brought it down to date. But on account of lack of 
data in reports of Presidents of Synod, it is not yet complete. 

I have made a clerical roll of all the ministers that have 
belonged to the Synod from the beginning until the present 
time, giving dates of entering the ministry, dates of entering the 
Synod and dates and mode of removal from the Synod. 

During the year I have had some correspondence with Rev. 
Carl G. Aue, Secretary of the Kansas Synod, in which I learned 
that a history of the Kansas Synod, such as we contemplate,

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had been compiled several years ago: The venture was not a 
financial success. Sales were not as numerous as was expected. 
Quite a large balance was left for the Synod to pay. They are 
now disposing of them at 25 cents per copy. I procured a 
copy of this history, thinking it would be a guide to us in the 
preparation of a similar work. 

I recommend the following: 

1. That the Historian be made the custodian of the three 


bound volumes of the minutes of the Synod. 


2. That a copy of the history of the Kansas Synod be pur- 
chased and kept for the use of the Historian. 

3. That inasmuch as this volume contains histories of 
Midland College and the Western Theological Seminary, the 
Historian be authorized to secure permission to use these in- 
stead of appointing other parties to write new ones. 

4. That the Synod give an expression of the advisability 
of publishing the contemplated history.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RULES GOVERNING 
WORK OF SYNODICAL MISSIONARY. 

Your committee appointed to prepare a set of rules to gov- 
ern the work of the Synodical Missionary wishes to submit the 
following: 

1. Mission Points.—He shall codperate with the President 
of Synod in all matters relative to mission points, and in case 
of vacancies he shall take the initiative in assisting them in 
every possible way, recommending suitable and available pas- 
tors, solving problems, helping with the communion services 
and taking oversight of the benevolences. 

2. Self-Supporting Churches.—He shall coédperate with the 
President of Synod and confer with him in all matters of vital 
interest, especially before recommendations of pastors are made 
to vacant congregations. 

3. New Work.—It shall be his duty to investigate new 
fields and to present his findings to the Advisory Board for 
action before deciding upon or forming a new organization. 

4. Compensation.—(a) In supplying vacant mission points 
he shall receive compensation if possible, in addition to the 
regular expense. 

(b) In supplying self-supporting congregations, or assist- 
ing pastors, he shall receive compensation in excess of regular 
expense. j 

(c) The entire amount referred to in (a) and (b) shall 
revert to the Synodical Mission Fund. 

5. Offerings.—He shall interest himself in swelling the 
offerings for all objects of benevolence of the church, both by 
general offerings and by special gifts, with special emphasis 
laid upon Home Mission Fund. 

6. A monthly statement shall be made to the entire Ad- 
visory Board and to the General Board of Home Missions for 
their action: such statements to contain all items of interest 
relating to the work done, offerings received, prospects, ex- 
penses (which shall include railroad fare, hotel, stationery and 
postage, transfer, telephone and telegraph), and an outline of 
the work contemplated for the next month.

REPORT OF THE ADVISORY BOARD OF HOME 
MISSIONS. 


The condition of the missionary work of the Synod is en- 


couraging, as is evidenced by the following detailed report: 


Bruning, Rev. Ralph Weissmiller, pastor. While there have 


been no gains to report during the year, the Sunday School 


shows slight gain. The present pastor took charge May 1, has 


started catechetical classes, introduced the Duplex envelope 
system, and has brought up the contribution on benevolence. 


The congregation, when the pastor took unto himself a wife, 
provided a parsonage in addition to the salary stated in the 
call. This mission receives $200 from the Home Mission Board, 
but the pastor hopes that the next year they will be able to 
reduce this amount very materially if not entirely. We feel 
that the work will prosper under the present pastorate. 

Benson, Rev. C. J. Ringer, pastor. This mission has made 
a net gain of 17 members and paid off $495 of old debts, be- 
sides reducing amount asked from Advisory Board by $100. 
The present pastor has had many hard problems to face, but 
has been doing systematic constructive work which will count 
in the years to come. | 

Falls City, Rev. J. Matthiesen, pastor. This is our newest 
mission, and at_the present time the pastor reports a communi- 
cant membership of 67 and a baptized membership of 125. The 
Sunday School enrollment is 105, and a flourishing Luther 
Leagne of 50. The congregation has adopted the envelope 
system in their church finances, and there is a splendid prospect 
for future growth, as the pastor says he has the names of about 
100 interested families. | 

Homer-Hubbard, Rev. Paul A. J. Buelow, pastor. This 
charge assumed self-support last May. This mission is to be 
commended on this step and trust that the progress thus begun 
will continue. 

Oshkosh-Lewellen. This charge is vacant at present. Clark 
S. Powell, a student in Hamma Divinity Hall, Springfield, Ohio, 
supplied this field during the. summer and did splendid work. 
He had a confirmation class of 14 at Lewellen and 19 at Osh- 
kosh. There is a flourishing young people's society and a fine 
Sunday School. The work of Brother Powell was so satisfac- 
tory that it is altogether likely that the congregation will ask 
him to become their regular pastor next spring, when he com- 
pletes his studies at the Seminary. All old debts have been 
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paid and the work is now in shape to make steady progress as 
soon as a regular pastor is on the field. 

Omaha, St. Matthews. The Home Mission Board has stated 
that the application for aid at this point has been graciously 
withdrawn and they became independent September 1. They 
have purchased a new lot for $1,000 in a much better location, 
on which $250 has been paid, and propose to build on the new 
site as soon as they can dispose of their equity in the old 
building. There are encouraging reports on the Sunday School 
growth. The church is to be congratulated on these evidences 
of progress. 


Pawnee City. The pews of the obsolete Lutheran church 


of that place were sent to the York (Nebraska) Mission and 
the pulpit, pulpit chairs and hymnals were sent to the mission 
at Benson. The electric chandelier was given to the mission 
at Falls City. The organ was sent to the South Omaha Mission. 

Pawnee-Zion. During the summer Mr. George Dorn sup- 
plied this field and the Synodical Mission Fund assisted to the 
extent of $10 per month. 

Paxton-Sutherland, Rev. F. S. Delo, pastor. Sutherland has 
reduced its indebtedness $175, in spite of the fact that there 
are many difficulties. At Paxton a new parsonage costing 
$1,650 has been completed, on which $600 has been paid and 
provision made for balance. The Sunday School has increased 
from 35 to 100. We believe that while the work may progress 
slowly for a while, yet the outlook is bright and the work is in 
good hands. 

Potter is at the present time vacant, but à call has been 
extended to Rev. H. H. Hanson of Chicago, III., who expects 
to be on the field in November. Some extensive improvements 
are contemplated, such as a parsonage, church repairs amount- 
ing to about $300, in addition to which $300 increase in salary 
has been raised. Our Synodical Missionary when on this field 
found a neglected field ten miles from Potter, formerly known 
as the Smyrna Church at Sextorp, formerly served by the Swed- 
ish Augustana Synod. A Sunday School was organized at Sex- 
torp and the péople at this point agreed to help toward the 
payment of the salary to the extent of $200. With this com- 
bination and the prospect of a permanent pastor, the outlook 
for this mission is very encouraging. 

South Omaha, Rev. S. H. Yerian, pastor. This mission as- 
sumes self-support November 1. There have been 102 acces- 
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sions. Eight hundred dollars of the interest-bearing indebted- 
ness has been liquidated; $600 has been expended in church im- 


provements, and $700 has been added to the salary. In view 


of these manifestations of progress, we feel that these people 
are to be congratulated, and we hope that pastor and people 
may work togther for still larger things for the future. 

Sidney, Rev. A. H. Trygstad, pastor. There are many dis- 
couraging features in this work and some hard problems to be 
solved, but the present pastor, who came to this field July 5, 
is hopeful. This is a strategic point and one which will require 
much patient and careful work. They are paying $1,000 and 
parsonage, of which amount the Home Mission Board pays $120 

Stamford. This mission is at the present time vacant. At 
the Christmas and Easter season this point was supplied by 
Paul Machetzke, a student at Western Theological Seminary. 
His work was very acceptable. During the summer Emil Doer- 
ing, a student at the Western Seminary, supplied the pulpit 
and the work was revived to a considerable degree. While 
there have been no accessions, yet the outlook is bright. Or- 
leans and Hendley have been dropped as preaching points and 
the field at Stamford will be developed, together with a point 
ten miles south of Stamford. Mr. Doering’s work was thorough 
and the people are highly pleased with the result of his efforts. 

Wilber is vacant at present, but they maintain a good Sun- 
day School and Young People’s Society, and have made some 
repairs amounting to $30. The people here would very much 
like to have Rev. Lowe return to this field, and the Advisory 
Board hope that he will see the way clear to comply with their 
wishes. Every other church has practically ‘failed at this point, 
and if our work is discontinued it will doubtless mean that 
there will be no resident pastor in this county-seat town of 
over 1,200 people. 

Wolbach-Ericson, Rev. R. A. White, pastor. This mission 
manifests careful and faithful work on the part of our mission- 
ary. There have been 39 accessions at Wolbach and 4 at Eric- | 
son. There is a growing Sunday School and a catechetical class 
of 16. We think the prospects in this field are brighter than 
they have been for many years. Church repairs were made 
including installation of altar baptismal font and altar rail. 

York, Rev. C. E. Sparks, pastor. This mission shows 11 
accessions, an excess in the apportionment of $25, together 
with a reduction in the Home Mission Board’s appropriation

of $100. A Brotherhood of 22 members has been organized, 
and there are now plans for the paying of all the interest- 
bearing indebtedness before the first of the year. The people 
are united and harmonious and face the future with cheer- 
fulness. 

South Sioux. When Homer and Hubbard assumed self- 
support this point was left without pastoral ministrations. Our 
Synodical Missionary was requested to go to this field and 
make an effort to develop it. He has been on the field a part 
of August and September, with some slight encouragement. 
We believe that the best arrangement for the future will be 
to have Rev. Kahse stay for another month in a final effort to 


develop the work. In case more favorable reports be heard 


from Sioux, we recommend that the missionary be continued in 
the field as long as deemed best by the Advisory Board. 
Yutan. Your committee has gathered fuller information 
about this point and recommend that the Synodical Missionary 
be put into this field immediately upon conclusion of his work 


at Sioux with the purpose of opening another point which can 


be put with Yutan. 

New Fields. Having heard from various sources that there 
was a good opening for our church at Oakland, the Synodical 
‘missionary was requested to investigate and he found that 
there were about twenty families who would be interested at 
the start. At present we have an organization out in the coun- 
try from Oakland and a good pastorate could easily be devel- 
oped out of a combination of Oakland and Grace Church. 

Such an arrangement would, of course, divide the present 
charge of Tekamah and Grace Church, but inasmuch as the 
latter is sixteen miles from Tekamah, it was thought possible to 
develop another point with Tekamah. The Synodical Mission- 
ary and Mr. Bridges, the student supply this summer at Teka- 
mah, went to Herman and made a preliminary canvass and 
found abundant material for our church. 


Recommendations. 


1. In view of these openings, we recommend that our 
Synodical Missionary go to both Oakland and Herman and 
get things in shape for more aggressive work in the spring. 

2. We also recommend that in the near future at least one 
new Lutheran church be established in Omaha, either on the 
north side or in Dundee, and that we ask Kountze Memorial 
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and our other Lutheran churches to codperate in making this 
possible. 

3. We recommend that $50 be appropriated from Synod- 
ical Mission Fund in advance as an addition to the salary prom- 
ised by Potter to the Rev. H. H. Hanson for this first year. 

4. We recommend the placing of the apportionment for 
Synodical Home Missions at 25 cents per member, the same as 
last year. 

5. We recommend that the salary of our Synodical Mis- 
sionary be increased $100 to $1,500.

THE REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL MISSIONARY. 


To the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska: 

Brethren: On September ist last we passed the first mile- 
stone as your Synodical Missionary. In looking over the year’s 
work we find that we conducted 122 services, preached to 6,530 
people, organized 1 congregation and 2 Sunday Schools, bap- 
tized 7 children, confirmed 14, officiated at one funeral and one 
wedding, installed 2 pastors, conducted the service of dedication 
at Falls City, made 1,202 calls, received $113.46 for Synodical 
benevolence, raised the funds for church lots and the erection 
and furnishing of our church there, as well as the salary for 
their first pastor, and expended the total of $141.46 for traveling 
expense, including railroad fare, hotel, postage, telephone and 
sundries. 

By consent of the Advisory Board and of Synod we opened 
a new mission at Falls City. It required nearly eight months 
of our time to organize, gather a congregation, secure lots 
and erect a church building. Because of the peculiar circum- 
stances in this field we were compelled to cancel all other en- 
gagements and give our entire time to this field. 

While some questioned the wisdom of taking up mission 
work in Falls City, we believe that Synod is more than pleased 
with the undertaking. The result is that we report a new con- 
gregation with a communicant membership of 67, baptized mem- 
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bership of 125, a Sunday School of 105 enrolled and a very 
active Young People’s Society. While for seven months all 
services were held in an electric theater, this congregation now 
rejoices in having a comfortable church and two lots in a very 
desirable location, all free of debt. 

Our next move was to aid our congregations at Sidney 
and Potter. We held services in both of these congregations 
and opened up a new field nine miles north of Potter, organiz- 
ing a Sunday School at this place. The congregation at Potter 
needed our special service. Hence we spent a little over a 
month with this people, assisting in the Sunday School work 
and the undertaking of building a parsonage. Because of the 
new field opened up north of Potter and the special interest 
manifested by Potter itself, this congregation, with the usual 
aid from the Board, increased the pastor’s salary and was able 
to secure Rev. H. H. Hanson, Chicago, III. Brother Hanson 
has informed us that he has accepted the call and will be on 
the field the early part of November. 

Our next step was directed to our mission at South Sioux 
City. This mission was formerly served in connection with 
Homer and Hubbard. Since Homer and Hubbard have formed 
a new pastorate, independent of the Board, South Sioux City 
has needed our service. Ever since the early part of August 
we have been in this field with the exception of two weeks 
needed for other work. 

In addition to the above, we have held services at Zion 
Church, Pawnee City, Stamford, Stella, Bruning, Wilber, Teka- 
mah and Grace Church, Oakland. We also canvassed the fol- 
lowing fields, in the interest of new work: Lorton, Chappel, 
Lodge Pole, Kearney, Kimball, Millard, Sprague, Roca, Oak- 
land and Herman, and attended to such other matters as have 
fallen to our care. . | 

In humble recognition to the Lord of the Church for His 
blessings, and with gratitude to the officers and brethren of 
Synod for their prayers and kindness extended me during the 
past year, I submit the foregoing report.

2nd. That we urge upon all our congregations the desira- 
bility of being as accurate as possible in reporting the full 
number of those in their congregations who are in good 
standing.

Your Committee on the State of the Church would re- 
spectfully report: While your committee is aware that the rec- 
ords of eternity alone can reveal the true state of religion in 
the church; that numbers may not always give the true spirit- 
ual condition of God’s children; what real progress has been 
made in the divine life, the everlasting and saving impression 
made upon the heart by the preaching of the Word, the ad- 
ministration of the sacraments, only He can tell to whom all 
hearts are open. 

All pastors reporting have given full and complete reports 
of their work for the synodical year. We find that the churches 
of Synod as a whole have made marked progress; the pastors 
have been faithful in their pastoral duties, in the preaching of 
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the Word, administering of the sacraments and pastoral vis- 
tation. 
Baptism—Our people generally are faithful in the giving of 
eir children to God in Holy Baptism. 
Lord’s Supper—This sacrament is administered quarterly 
u nearly all of our churches, and generally a good attendance 
is reported upon this means of grace, which shows a spirit of 
faithfulness and devotion on the part of the people. 
. Catechization—We are pleased to note the activity in this 
department of church work, as this is one of the strong fea- 
‘tures of Lutheranism which indoctrinates the young people in

The number of children has been more than doubled this 
past year. There are 30 in the home at this time. Their health 
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has ‘been good. They are making commendable progress in 


school. Seven go to the High School of Dixon. Seventeen go 
to the village school, for which one dollar each per month must 
be paid. 

Sister Alberta Harris is the Governing Deaconess and has 
the assistance of Mr. and Mrs. Passick. 

The cost of running the home for the past year was 
$3,297.35. This includes the extra expense of a drilled well, 
$160.00, and tuition for the children to the Nachusa school, 
$72.00. 

On September 22, 1914, the amount on hand was $249.38. 
The offerings received from the several Synods is as 
follows:

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF TABITHA HOME. 

Your Trustees come with the best report of Tabitha that 
has ever been given. This year has been the most blessed of 
all others, for while a burden still remains that can be wiped 
out in time, a cloud has been scattered, and Tabitha stands with 


the stigma removed from her good name, and as ever, pure and 


undefiled, like a good mother, ready to help the helpless and 
to comfort the fatherless and the widowed in their distress. 
Tabitha is free legally, but morally she must with the years pay 
the last debt. From the east and the west friends and money 
arise at her appeal, but she needs more. Many have been the 
calls upon her executive committee, and cheerfully have they 
responded, glad to see her befriended and befriending. Month 
by month old bills have been taken care of, with the current 


bills handled as well. So well has this been done, that Tabitha's 


name is good in Lincoln mercantile establishments again. In- 
deed, it was a happy lot of men that met at the annual Board 
meeting in May. Many improvements and repairs have been 
carried out, and it will be a pleasure to any of our Lutheran 
people to view Tabitha renewed within and without. She is 
clad in a garb of purity. If you are ever in Lincoln for an hour 
or two, call up the home, take a Cemetery car to the end of the 
line, climb into the red-cross car and see Tabitha for yourself. 

We are copying for you the report of Superintendent 
Walter for the synodical year, September 15, 1913—September 
15, 1914. “The past year was the most blessed for Tabitha since 
the institution is under the care of our church. And with praise 
and thanksgiving, we must look upwards, and with confidence 
we can look forward. As a peculiar, or special, mark of God's 


grace and help is the Supreme Court decision, which gives the 


aged and orphans the first right to the institution. Here we 
must fold our hands in thankfulness and say: “The Lord hath 
done all things well; yea, even better than we had hoped.’ We 
have, furthermore, cause for thanksgiving to God that He has 
given our congregations and friends, both east and west, a 
willing heart to assist us so that we were enabled not only to 
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reduce the indebtedness $13,810.63, but besides paying the run- 
ning expenses, we were able to make some very necessary re- 
pairs. Now since the institution has been put upon a good 
financial basis, we have the renewed confidence of the business 
men of the city. With gratitude to God, we must confess that 
during the time of our great distress through which our insti- 
tution was called to pass, the friends of Tabitha increased 
rather than decreased, and the interest of the Church in our 
work has grown. And when we call to mind the blessed labor 
of love that is being constantly done for the orphans, the aged, 
the sick and helpless ones, and furthermore when we think of 
the many-sided work that has been carried on in peace and 
unity we again fold our hands and say: ‘Bless the Lord, for 
He is good and His mercy endureth forever.’ About the three 
departments, we have yet the following to report: In the 
orphanage 44 children were cared for during the year. At pres- 
ent we have 20, and there are a number of applications, but we 
do not have room for more. Forty persons were sheltered in 
the aged department. Among them were thirteen who were 
partially or entirely helpless, eight of these being over eighty 
years of age. Seventy-five patients were admitted to the hos- 
pital, the receipts amounting to $3,084.05. This is somewhat 
smaller than last year, but the expenses were very much less, 
too. Besides, it is well to note that a number of patients who 
are without means, and also members of our congregations, 
have been cared for free of charge. 

“Among the very necessary repairs made, we would men- 
tion the following: The building was painted within and with- 
out. Fire escapes were erected. The entire roof had to be gone 
over. There were secured a new smokestack, pump and supply 
tank, as well as repairs made on boilers. For the heating plant 
a new tunnel with steam pipes from the boiler room to the 
building had to be constructed. New floors in the corridors 
and rooms were necessary. A large ice box was built which 
has reduced the ice bill a considerable sum. A modern signal 
system on the hospital floor and better electric light facilities 
have been installed. To cover the cost of all these repairs, we 
still need the sum of 81,200.00. So here is an earnest appeal 
to our friends and congregations to come to our help so that 
we may soon be able to pay it all. We would here heartily 
thank all our friends who have so kindly helped us in the past. 
and ask for their continued interest and prayers in behalf of 
our institution. May the Lord richly bless all givers and gifts, 
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and grant that in the future our institution may become a refuge 
and blessing to many.” 

The trustees do earnestly appreciate the self-sacrificing 
labors of Superintendent Walter. He has a hand and a voice 
that keeps harmony within the home, and a personality that 
during the past year has made many friends, and secured much 
money for Tabitha. Because of the friendliness of the east, 
and the many invitations to return there, the Board thought it 
wise that he spend the fall in the east visiting synods and 
churches in behalf of Tabitha. He has gone willingly and cheer- 
fully, even at great self-sacrifice to himself. He has had mich 
affliction within his own home the past year, and the last few 
days a telegram has gone to find him, telling him of the very 
serious illness of his beloved wife. It would be the pleasure of 
your Trustees that the President of Synod at the close of this 
report ask Synod to wait upon God in prayer, that if it be pos- 
sible, God might restore the wife to the husband. 

Inasmuch as the Children’s day offering now goes to 
Nachusa, your trustees would ask the congregations of Nebraska 
Synod to pack a box and receive monies at the Sunday School 
or church service, the first or second Sunday hefore Christmas 
for the old and young of Tabitha. A ton of coal at $3.75 will 
keep them warm for awhile. Subscribe for the Tabitha Home 
Messenger at 25 cents a year, and keep in touch with the affairs 
at the home. If you are sick, and need tender and faithful care, 
come to the hospital. Pray for Tabitha. Boost for Tabitha. 
Give to Tabitha. “Bless the Lord, oh, my soul, and forget not 
all His benefits.”

REPORT OF MIDLAND COLLEGE TRUSTEES. 

To the Nebraska Synod: Your Trustees to Midland College 
submit the following report: 

At the annual meeting of the Board on June 3d, 1914, there 
were present Rev. G. W. Livers, Rev. C. B. Harman and Dr. 
Jos. H. Miller. , 

The board were gratified with the harmonious activities of 
the institution throughout the year of 1913-14 and the successful 
graduation of students from the various departments. It is not 
possible to express on paper the trained skill and patient toil 
involved in reaching these results. Im the Seminary department 
there were 19 students enrolled. Three of them were graduated, 
of which Rev. Ralph Weissmiller is located at Bruning in the 
Nebraska Synod. 

The most important action of the Board, perhaps, related 
to the matter of equipment and funds which is necessary if 
Midland College is to accomplish the work that our Church 
demands in the middle west. The following plan was adopted: 

ist. That the Board appoint President Peery to solicit 
$30,000 from the Synods in the territory for the endowment of 
a Bible chair in the college. 

2d. That a committee be appointed by the Board to confer 
with Commercial Club of Atchison to secure $30,000 for build- 
ings and endowment. 

3d. That the Executive Committee outline plans for the 
securing of $100,000 in addition to this, for additional endow- 
ment of the institution. 

4th. That the Executive Committee have supervision of 
the entire project of raising endowment and funds for improve- 
ment. 

The only change in the Faculty this year is Prof. S. L. 
Soper in the place of H. F. Martin. Prof. Martin was relieved 
at his own request only a week before the opening of school in 
September, 1914. Prof. Soper, who became Principal of the 
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Academy, is a man of much experience in High School work, 
a graduate of the University of Illinois, with post-graduate work 
done at the University of Chicago. The way he has taken hold 
of our academic department and the changes introduced there 
have given much pleasure. 

Miss Elizabeth Martin, who has efficiently taught Latin 
and History in the Academy for eight years, was sick all the 
past summer, and is still unable to resume her work with us. 
Miss Cornelia Dysinger will fill her place until she can return 
again, probably until the first of January. 

The College year of 1914 and 1915 opened very auspiciously 
‘September 9th with an excellent address by Dr. J. F. Krueger. 
The formal opening of the Seminary took place September 17th, 
when an appropriate address was delivered by Dr. Andreas Bard 
of Kansas City, Mo. The enrollment consists of five seniors, 
three middlers and five juniors. There were as many in im- 
mediate prospects for the opening as there were last year, but 
sickness interfered with some, and the war in Europe kept 
three Brecklum students from coming to America as they had 
planned. 

In the college department there is a considerable increase 
in the number of students. There also seems to be an improve- 
ment in the age and quality of the students. The work has 

started out very nicely indeed, and a prosperous session is con- 
fidently expected. 

1. Your committee recommend that Synod endorse the 
action of the Board relative to endowment and funds for im- 

. provements and relative to visiting our people to solicit money 
for the same, especialy the $30,000 for Bible chair, pledging 
ourselves to assist as far as possible in the movement. 

2, We recommend the following: Resolved, That the man- 
agement and work of the institution and of President R. B. 
Peery and other members of the Faculty are highly satisfactory 
ato our Synod and are hereby heartily endorsed; that we assure 
them of our earnest cooperation in every way and pray for the 
blessing of God upon their work, and the institution of our 
Church, and hereby instruct all our pastors to exert themselves 
vigorously to send their young people to Midland College.

The thirty-fourth annual convention of the Woman’s 
Home and Foreign Missionary Society of the Synod of 
Nebraska opened Tuesday evening, October 6, 1914, in the 
First Evangelical Lutheran Church, Allen, Nebraska, Rev. 
G. W. Livers, pastor. 

The opening service was conducted by the pastor, Rev. 
Livers, who also gave the Welcome address. Miss Maude 
Martin of Roca responded for the Missionary Society. 

The convention prayer was offered by Mrs. E. A. Van 
Fleet of Omaha. 

Solo “The Holy City,” accompanied by stereopticon 
slides, Mrs. E. A. Van Fleet. 

The president, Miss Matie Martin, gave a splendid 
address. Her subject was the convention theme, “Conse- 
cration.” 
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PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 
Dear Members and Friends of the Woman’s Home and 
Foreign Missionary Society, we greet you in this, the thirty- 
fourth annual convention, with gratitude to God for all the 


blessings continued unto us since last we gathered in like 


manner. It affords us much pleasure to look again into the 


faces of those with whom it has been our privilege to work 


side by side for so many years. Then there is the added 
pleasure in meeting the new faces and welcoming them to our 
midst. We know that God will richly bless our coming to- 
gether, for we know. that earnest prayer has been poured 


out before the prayer-hearing God for great blessing to be 
the portion of those who have come. 


We meet this year with the youngest society in our synod, 


_a little more than one year old. We congratulate the society 


upon its progress and hope that our coming among them may 
increase their esteem for us as co-laborers and be the means of 


_ deepening their interest in the cause of bringing Christ's king- 
_ dom into all the world. Hearts are drawn together by talking 


of kindred pursuits and souls by speaking of heavenly things. 
May we be shining examples for this, our youngest member of 


our family. 


The executive committee, in casting about for a theme about 
which to center the thoughts of the convention, selected the 


word “Consecration.” We realize that the great need in our 
work today is more consecrated women. This may be taken in 
two ways, but in either case it expresses a need. There should 


be more women to consecrate themselves to the missionary 


work and there should be more consecration on the part of our 
women already in the work. I think the thought in the minds 


of the women in selecting this word was to call us to follow 
more closely the first and greatest commandment, “Thou shalt 


love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 


and with all thy mind, and with all thy strength,” and the second 


» which is like unto it, “thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” 
Upon the measure of our love to God and our love to humanity 


‘depends our interest in the work of lifting humanity toward 
God. If our hearts, our souls, our minds, our strength are all 
dedicated to God, fruits of the spirit will abound in our lives, 
love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, faithful- 
ness, meekness, temperance. Love is not only the foundation 


| of the consecrated life but the continuance of it. It actuates 
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all other Christian characteristics. Someone has beautifully 
put that truth in this way: “Joy is love exulting; peace is love 
in repose; longsuffering is love on trial; gentleness is love in 
society; goodness is love in action; faith is love on the battle- 
field; meekness is love at school; temperance is love in train- 
ing.” If our women could catch this spirit of full consecra- 
tion, marvelous things would come to pass in our auxiliaries 
and how well we would be equipped to gather the precious 
jewels into the kingdom. Then we might be able to enlist 
more of the women, who now have their interests all centered 
in frivolous pleasures and unsatisfying pursuits. We are all so 
busy in this day with the things that do not tend to spread the 
Kingdom of the Master, that this thought of consecration comes 
at an opportune time. In the first chapter of our study book, 
“The King’s Business,” you may recall these words, “We need 
the woman who can lay large plans and the woman with pa- 
tience and insight and caution who can work out minute de- 
tails. We need the woman with the gifted pen whose vivid 
words will linger in the memory. We need the woman with 
the persuasive voice, who can burn facts into the minds of her 
hearers and make conditions live before their eyes. We need 
the woman with social graces and the woman with contagious 
enthusiasm—all inspired and impelled by a sacrificial surrender 
of lesser purposes to the plans of Christ.” Maybe the average 
missionary society will have to do missionary work among those 
of its own membership, because there are so many who are 
not “impelled by a sacrificial surrender of lesser purposes to 
the plans of Christ.” ; 

When we sing the beautiful consecration hymn, 

“All for Jesus, all for Jesus, 
All my being’s ransomed powers, 
All my thoughts and words and doings, 
All my days and all my hours,” 
let us be done with such hypocrisy and be willing to give 
more than a half day in the month and ten cents for the telling 
of the story which means so much to the world. 

In the terrible struggle now going in Europe many feel that 
foreign missionary work will suffer the world over; but one 
writer in “The Christian Work” points to it as an unusual op- 
portunity of the church in America in these words, “It is her 
duty now to push her missionary work with tenfold zeal. Not 
only should she sustain splendidly her own work, but she might 
well take over the highly developed stations of the British and 
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German societies and prevent the gains of many years being 


lost. This would be one of those supreme pieces of Christian 


' far-sightedness that stand out in history. 


We can heed the words of the editor of “Lutheran Woman's 


Work“ for October in which she says “Our part will be to re- 
double our efforts and reach out to broadening fields. We 
must press forward with a new purpose and a new enthusiasm 


to meet the awful need. One of the first duties at hand will be 
to push our membership and subscription campaign that we may 
have a larger working force and be better informed. Let us 
push forward as never before.”

tive Committee thinks the three cents per member will be suffi- 
cient for delegates’ expenses. If not we will be informed in 
time. In view of the inspiration afforded by the coming of the 
General Convention it is reasonable to expect a great revival in 
our auxiliaries this year. 

We shall have something toward which to direct our ener- 
gies between now and 1919, when the Woman's Home and 
Foreign Missionary Society will have reached its fortieth anni- 
versary. The fortieth anniversary chest is to be a feature of 
every meeting of the auxiliary society until that time. Each 
society will have a chest or box with lock and key in which 
members are requested to put something at each meeting. At 
the end of each quarter the amount will be sent through the 
synodical treasurer for the fortieth anniversary fund. 

That part of the work which deals with young people and 
mission bands deserves our most careful attention. The secre- 
taries of those departments will present their needs during the 
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convention and will urge the importance of these organizations 
upon the auxiliaries. No part of our work is so important as 
to have and to hold the interest of those who must take it up 
in a few years. 

We will have the general Thank-Offering secretary with us 
to stir us to greater activity along that line. There are many 
reasons why our Thank-offering should exceed that of other 
years and why our praise service should be entered into with 
more of genuine thankfulness. | 

If we are going back to our homes from this convention, 
with a new spirit of consecration to take up the work there 
awaiting us, we will need Divine help. Let me urge the im- 
portance of prayer. I believe mighty things have been wrought 
by prayer. God has given us this mighty power and shall we 
not use it? Here is a verse which is beautiful to me because 
of its strengthening influence. 

“Have you and I today 

Stood silent as with Christ, apart from joy or fray 
Of life, to see His face; 

To look, if but a moment, on its grace, 
And grow by brief companionship more true, 
More nerved to lead, to dare, to do 

For Him at any cost? Have we today 
Found time in thought, our hand to lay 

In His and thus compare 

His will with ours, and wear 

The impress of His wish? Be sure 

Such contact will endure 

Throughout the day; will help us walk erect 
Through storm and flood; detect 

Within the hidden life sin’s dross, its stain 
Revive a thought of love for him again; 
Steady the steps which waver, help us see 
The footpath meant for you and me.” 

There is one very important factor in making our work a 
success and it is joy, the joy which must follow consecration. 
Joy is the proof that what we have, really satisfies the heart. 
“As long as duty, or other motives influence me, people cannot 
know what my possessions really mean to me. But when it 
gives me joy and they see me delight in it, they know to me it 
is a treasure. Hence there is nothing so attractive as joy, no 
preaching so persuasive as the sight of hearts made glad. 
Gladness is a mighty element in Christian character.” In 
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Nehemiah 8:10 we find these words: “For the joy of the Lord is 


| pour strength.” 


For three years it has been my privilege to serve you in the 


capacity of Synodical President, and in laying aside the duties of 
tze office, I wish to assure you that it has been a pleasure to 


me. Although at times there would come the feeling of unfit- 
_ness for the position, the feeling that perhaps the work would 
progress faster under different leadership, I am glad that loftier 
thoughts have prevailed and by your codperation and encour- 
agement, it has proved to be a blessing to myself and also an 
edification. 

Let me use, as a closing admonition to you, these words of 
Horace Bushnell: i 

“Go to your duty every man and trust yourself to Christ, 
for He will give you all supply just as fast as you need it. You © 
will have just as much power as you believe you can have. Be 
a Christian; throw yourself upon God’s work and get the ability 
you want in it.”

slides, the offering of $3.93 was received. Adjournment 
with prayer and benediction by Rev. L. J. Powell, West 
Point.
